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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


To the school board and citizens of Sidney: 


In accordance to the state law, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Superintendent of Schools: 


There has been no change in the number of schools maintained 
in the town of Sidney this year as compared with last year. 
The six schools in operation have had only a slight change in 
enrolment, mostly in the lower grades, and the grade distribution 
has been carried out according to the usual plan. A table 
listing the teachers, pupils, grades and enrolment distribution 
is as follows:

5. Alice Raynolds Longfellow School Jr. Primary-4 8-3-3-6-4 
6. Wenona Goff Thayer Corner School 5-8 4-5-7-6 


There has been only one change in the teaching staff. Due 
to the resignation of Inez Torrey in the Lincoln School, it was 
necessary to find a new teacher. Mrs. Annie McLellan, a 
Normal School graduate, was hired to teach this school. 


On the whole, the pupils’ progress in the several schools has 
been satisfactory. It is evident that good teaching has not 
been limited to the lower grades because the pupils who have 
gone on to high school have made very good records indicating 
that they are well prepared for high school work. 


Sidney is very fortunate in having many local teachers for at 
least two reasons. In the first place, it is very difficult to find 
a home where a teacher can board, and secondly, it has not been 
necessary to pay as much for local teachers as it would cost 
to hire a teacher from outside of the town who in most cases 
would demand the current salary at the time she was hired. 
Just how long the town can get along without increased teaching 
costs is a question. 

It should be noted that the teaching load is high in each 
school, and because of the number of grades, the amount of 
time available per pupil is small when the whole picture is taken 
into consideration. 

More basal texts have been added to each school so that 
our textbooks are in good condition. With a few exceptions, 
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they are all up to date in material and content. It is good 
business to keep these important tools of education in first 
class shape. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS: During the summer and early fall, 
several extensive repair projects were carried out. The Cowan 
School was shingled, and the Thayer Corner School was com- 
pletely renovated. 


Because of the fact that the stoves in the Lincoln and Thayer 
Corner Schools were obsolete, it was considered best to put in 
modern oil burning units. This type of heating has already 
proved to be a marked improvement over the wood stoves. 
The rooms are comfortable in the morning so that the pupils 
do not have to sit around and shiver with possibilities of incurring 
sickness. 


Due to the kindness of the River Road P.T.C., a similar 
heating unit was purchased and given to the Longfellow School. 


The budget provides for the installation of three oil burning 
units in the three buildings still using wood stoves. It is my 
recommendation that the town vote to raise and appropriate 
money to complete this project. The question has been asked 
regarding the cost of oil compared with wood. It is impossible 
to quote exact figures because we have not yet had a full year 
of operating with oil heat on which to base an answer. However, 
it is evident at this time that the cost of oil is going to be more 
than wood, but this extra cost is largely offset by a decreased 
expense for janitor service. 


REPAIRS: There will be another special article in the war- 
rant for the annual town meeting providing for the continuance 
of the repair program. A tentative list of what is urgent at the 
present time is as follows: 


Thayer Corner: One 24% Ib. CO2 Fire Extinguisher

FINANCE: The estimated expenditures for the present fiscal 
year are approximately $500.00 more than was expended during 
the last fiscal year. About half of this increase is in high school 
tuition which is controlled by state law. However, it will be 
noted that the requested appropriation is about $2200.00 more 
than was recommended a year ago. The answer to this is 
easily found in the decrease in state subsidy which seems inev- 
itable at the time of writing this report. There are bills in the 
legislature, which if passed, would be of great benefit to Sidney 
financially because of increase in state subsidy. There is also 
a bill to enable towns to modernize their school building require- 
ments without increasing the bonded indebtedness for the town. 
What will happen to these bills is very uncertain at the time of 
writing this report. 


Inasmuch as the cost of operating schools is mostly the cost 
of personnel and conveyance equipment, it is inevitable that 
these municipal expenditures must reflect to some extent the 
economic conditions which prevail in the nation as a whole. 
A careful scrutiny of the budget will show that every effort has 
been made to keep expenditures at a minimum without sacri- 
ficing efficiency. 


Again this year, the recommendations have the approval of 
the school board, budget committee, and superintendent of 
schools. Rising prices make any budgeting hazardous; how- 
ever, a recommendation accompanies each article in the warrant. 


There has been excellent cooperation on the part of the school 
board, town officials, teachers and citizens during the fiscal 
year just closing. For this I wish to thank you.

THE PARENT-TEACHER CLUBS 


The Parent-Teacher Clubs have been active in all six schools 
for the current year. Painting and papering were done in the 
Middle Road and River Road schoolhouses and the Pond Road 
schoolhouses banked. The joint Clubs were instrumental in 
having the six schoolhouses cleaned. The three Clubs joined 
in giving all the children in Town a Christmas party at the 
Town Hall, and contributed towards their treat at the school 
picnic.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 


1950 
Greetings: 


As the new year approaches, we have to consider the pos- 
sibility of war with modern weapons. Protection from com- 
municable disease; maintenance of good nutrition on limited 
budgets; practices of good health habits, and prevention of 
illness are our responsibilities. Much of this may have to be 
done with limited medical and nursing facilities. Since health 
is an individual responsibility each family should make use of 
services suited to their special needs. 


The following is a report of nursing activities for 1950 and 
suggestions for your 1951 program: 


16 days of nursing service was spent in Sidney. 


9 Child Health Conferences were held during the year with 
an average conference attendance of 11 infants and preschool 
children. All received physical examinations, free immuniza- 
tion, and mothers had an opportunity to discuss their health 
problems with the attending physician. 6 children were im- 
munized against smallpox; 14 against diphtheria and whooping 
cough and 16 against tetanus. 


The Local Health Council sponsored tuberculin testing in all 
schools. 148 children were tested, 2 reacting to the test were 
x-rayed as were also the parents in these families. No active 
tuberculosis was found. 


The remainder of nursing time was spent in home visiting 
to individual families with health problems. 


Audiometer testing for hearing loss was done on pupils from 
the fourth grade up. No hearing loss was discovered in these 
children. 


Suggestions for the 1951 Health program are: 


1. Townwide immunization against diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and smallpox. 


Tuberculin testing in the upper grades at school. 


3. Continuation of Child Health Conferences monthly. 
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In closing, may I thank all members of the community, 
especially the members of the Local Health Council, for their 
loyal support in the Public Health program.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOWN MANAGER 


A Committee was appointed at the last Annual Town Meeting 
to investigate the advisability of a town manager form of gov- 
ernment. 


We appealed to Professor Edward Dow, Director of courses 
in Civic Management, at the University of Maine, and an 
authority on this subject; who was deeply impressed by our 
contemplation of this efficient method of conducting town affairs 
and stated the qualifications necessary for graduation from the 
school of managers. He also cited instances of towns benefited 
by manager systems and expressed willingness to recommend 
trained personnel capable of filling responsible positions. 


Differences of opinion have been forthcoming from tax- 
payers, and since this is a matter of eminence, we recommend 
that an informal meeting be called by the Selectmen at a future 
date in order that the citizens may be thoroughly informed 
upon this subject before actually voting upon it.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE THREE VOLUNTEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sidney, Maine: 


Last year at Town Meeting $300.00 was voted to be given to 


residents on each main road in town, to organize a Fire Depart- 
ment, provided they raised a like amount. 


In each case the response was most generous, so that we now 
have three Volunteer Fire Departments, duly organized and 
incorporated. 


At this time we want to express our thanks to all property 
owners in the town of Sidney, Maine, who in any way made 
this project possible by contributing towards it. Also apprecia- 
tion is due Sidney Grange. 


Each road now has a fire truck that is equipped with a water 
tank, power take-off and pump. In all, there is 1175 feet of 
11% inch hose with nozzles, also suction hose (but not enough). 
One truck has 100 feet % inch pressure hose (which is used for 
small fires, such as chimney fires); each truck has its own fire 
axes (6); two trucks have Forestry Pumps; one truck has one 
18-foot roof ladder and one 36-foot extension ladder; another 
truck has one 28-foot extension ladder, also one 16-foot roof 
ladder. Two trucks carry one each CO2 Fire Extinguisher (for 
oil fires). 

There is still a need for more financial help in order to complete 
the work of equipping these trucks so as to be able to success- 
fully fight any type of fire we might be called on to fight. 

We need more hose, Indian Pumps, shovels, rakes, brooms, 
pails and many other items. 

Between the three Fire Departments, twenty-six calls were 
answered in 1950.

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COMMENTS 
February 11, 1949 to February 10, 1950 


An examination has been made of the books and records of 
the Town of Sidney for the year ended February 10, 1950. 


The records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Assessors and Town Clerk were audited. The system 
of internal control was reviewed. Accounting records and other 
supporting evidence were examined or tested to the extent 
deemed necessary under the circumstances. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together 
with the related financial statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 10, 1950, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $11,533.49 as reflected by the records 
of the Treasurer at February 10, 1950, was verified by recon- 
ciliation of the bank statement furnished by the Depositors 
Trust Company. An analysis of receipts issued by the Treasurer 
and bank deposits indicated that all monies for which receipts 
had been written had been deposited in the bank. It was 
determined that all disbursements had been made by check 
and were supported by properly authorized warrants. 


The 1949 tax commitment was verified by examination of the 
Assessors’ records. This commitment was accounted for as 
follows: 


Cash Collections $36,640.76 
Discounts 218.52 
Abatements 189.34 
Tax Liens 374.07 

Total $37,422.69 


All transactions affecting tax liens were examined and ap- 
peared to have been correctly recorded. All liens on file with 
the Treasurer were examined. 


Requests for verification were mailed on all outstanding tax 
lien accounts. Should any variations be noted as a result of 
these verifications, the proper municipal officials will be notified. 


The Capital Reserve Fund, which was created to provide 
funds for the construction of a new school building, totaled 
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$5,180.69 at the year end. Additions to this Fund during the 
year were an appropriation of $1,000.00 and interest earned on 
the savings account of $77.42. This Fund is invested in a time 
deposit in the Kennebec Savings Bank which was verified by 
inspection of the bank passbook. 


The deferred appropriation of $2,517.76 represents the Town’s 
share of the State Aid Highway monies for 1950, 1951 and 1952 
to be appropriated in those years. Permission was given the 
Town by the State Highway Commission to spend in anticipation 
of State Aid Road monies for the 1950, 1951 and 1952 years. 
Authorization was also obtained from the Town at the annual 
town meeting. An overdraft of $5,035.54, representing the 
State’s proportionate share for these years has been carried 
forward in the State Aid Road Account. This overdraft will 
be liquidated by the application of the annual payments by the 
State in the years 1950, 1951 and 1952. 


Liabilities 
The accounts payable of $257.38 at the year end was comprised 
of the following items:

At February 10, 1950, the notes payable totaled $7,500.00 
and the bonds payable totaled $1,000.00. The note was a 3% 
note held by the Depositors Trust Company which matured 
July 3, 1950. The bond matures during 1950 and funds for 
its retirement are provided in a Sinking Fund of $1,000.00 which 
is deposited in a savings account in the Augusta Savings Bank. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The reserve section of the balance sheet is comprised of the 
following items: 


Capital Reserve Fund $5,180.69 
Departmental Overdrafts 4,423.11 


The capital reserve fund of $5,180.69 represents the segre- 
gation, as required by the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 132 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944, of the capital reserve fund which 
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was established to provide funds for the construction of a new 
school building. 


The departmental overdrafts of $4,423.11 represents the net 
overdraft in the appropriation accounts which has been carried 
forward to the ensuing year. ; 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town totaled $9,726.74 at 
the year end as compared with $7,087.51 at the beginning of 
the year. The increase of $2,639.23 resulted from the following:

Trust Funds 


All transactions affecting the trust funds were reviewed. The 
time deposits were verified by examination of the bank passbooks. 
It was determined that all income earned on these time deposits 
had been properly credited. Expenditures from income appeared 
to have been made in accordance with the terms of the trusts. 


Revenues and Expenditures 


Presented on Exhibit B is a comparative statement of revenues 
and expenditures. This statement reflects an excess of revenues 
available over expenditures applicable thereto of $3,624.27 for 
the year ended February 10, 1950, as compared with $2,412.49 
for the previous year. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the 
summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this point and it is included 
for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the meeting providing 
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for the expenditure of money. The officers should not 
spend more than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly authorizes an ex- 
penditure in excess of the appropriation.”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway 
purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


General 


The Treasurer-Tax Collector furnished a corporate surety 
bond for $5,000.00 which was verified by physical inspection. 

The excise tax receipts were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts which are retained by the Collector. 
According to the receipts examined, the following receipts were 
issued and the collections deposited with the Treasurer. 


1949 Excise Taxes Receipts #112-#411 $2,230.51 
1950 Excise Taxes . Receipts # 1-#139 1,444.60 
Total Deposited with Treasurer $3,675.11 


An examination was made of the vouchers and payrolls on 
file in the office of the Selectmen. Insofar as could be deter- 
mined, all so examined appeared to be reasonable and proper 
charges. With respect to salaries paid municipal officers, it was 
voted at the annual town meeting to pay these officials at the 
rate of $1.00 per hour. It is suggested that the Selectmen file 
detailed vouchers showing dates and hours worked to support 
expenditures of this nature. 


Recommendations 


It is believed that the following recommendations are worthy 
of consideration by the municipal officials: 


(1) That, supplemental taxes be committed in accordance 
with the requirements of Chapter 81, Section 29 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944. 


(2) That, a trial balance be taken of the accounts in the 
ledger at the end of each month. 


(3) That, the state system of accounting for town owned 
property and equipment be adopted so that a record 
will be available to shown values and other pertinent 
data for municipal capital investment.
